South America. 

NEW York, February 18.—The Evening 
Post publishes a letter from a Panama core 
respondent giving very interesting and en- 
tirely new details concerning the capture of 
Lima and Callao. The correspondent says it 
seems universally conceded that at the termi- 
nation of the battle near Mirafloes, five or six 
miles from Lima, the Peruvians held the ad- 
vantage and might by one more determined 
and prompt effort have made 
themselves masters of the situation. 
Encouraging and congratulatory dispatches 
were received from the front, bulletins an- 
nouncing a Peruvian victory were put in 
press, fireworks were prepared and the streets 
of Lima and Callao filled by jubilant and ex- 
cited crowds. At this time occurred one of 
those unanticipated events which sometimes in 


one moment change the fortune of battle and 
the destiny of a people. Pierola, who had 


passed four days and nights almost 
continuously in the saddle, over- 
come by exhaustion, Was placed 


upon a stretcher in the held where he was 
instantly plunged in profound sleep. The 
troops it is said had been all dav without food 
or water. At this critical moment while their 
Chief was ungonscious the superior Officers 
disbanded their forces, and assuring them 
that the Chilian hordes would soon be swarm- 
ing throughLima und Callao robbing, pillaging 
and devastating advised them to anticipate 
the Chilians and help themselves to whatever 
they wanted. Later on stragglers from 
the front began to arrive in Lima and Callao 
and their doleful reports were circulated as if 
by magic. The bulletins and fireworks were 
suppressed and instant preparations made 
for destroying the forts and shipping. 

Ail the morning of the 16th armed soldiers 
continued to pour into Lima and Callao, but 
the day passed in profound qniet and gloom 
without an indication of what was to follow, 
except the forming of many groups ofsoldiers, 
negroes and Indians in the suburbs 
of the cities, and a suspicious 
quietness with which these seemed to discuss 
recent events. About 10 o’clock at night the 
work of pillage began. Doors were smashed 
in, and soon the streets were swamred with 
men, women and children laden with huge 
bundles, of every class of objects that could 
| be imagined. The attack was opened on the 
| stores of the Chinese, and these furnished 
buge quantities of flre-crackers, bombs and 
cheap treworks, the popping and banging of 
which added to the uproar and confusion. 

Toward morning the scene was rendered 
more frightful by the glare of the burning 
ships, allof which bad been fired, and the 
frequent explosion of dynamite which had 
been placed under eyery gun which com- 
manded the port. 

Ng sooner did the rioters get a taste of pil- 
lage, and exeited, perhaps, by liquor, than 
they systematically began sacking all the 
stores and houses ona level with the street 
without regard to nationality. In Callao, per- 
haps, thirty Chinese were killed. As most 
were killed upon the outskirts of the town 
and upon the open pampas, it is probable 
they were pursued aud murdered simply for 
the pleasure of killing. In Lima the mob was 
greater, and the riot began at an earlier hour. 
some hundreds of Chinese were sacrificed. 

Not only does it appear that the rioters were 
incited to and encouraged in these horrible 
barbarities by the superior officers of the Pe- 
ruvian army and navy, but many of the de- 
tachments or squads of rioters were led by 
Peruvian officers who participated in the 

junder. At noon of the I/th the riot sudden- 

Vv ceased. A number of foreign residents, - 
many of them owners of stores which had 
been pillaged, bastily organized themselves as 
an urban guard and sallied forth upon the 
mob. The news of this seemed to 
spread like lightning through 
the city, and simultaneously, and in one mo- 
mentthe rioters disappeared as if swallowed 
up by the earth. The guard was soon ade- 
quately armed with abandoned rifles and un- 
dertook a systematic search through the lanes 
inhabited bythe poorer classes of people, and 
much stolen property was recovered. The 
men, influenced by their losses, and perhaps 
by other stimulants, of which there was uo 
lack, did not perform their self-imposed du- 
ties with negligence or undue gentleness; 
and in the morning following manv corners 
were encumbered with swarthy corpses. In 
fact, several of the guard fell victims to their 
zeal, as lin Lima. The rioters were much 
more numerous, and the area of operations 
greater, and the resistance to Urban guards 
was much more serious, and it is said more 
than 500 rioters were killed.

Fido in His Various Aspects—His Old 
Status in the Old World.

Although the dog is recognized as the com- 
panion and useful servant of man in Uccident- 
al countries, its reputation is very different in 
the lands of the far East. A writer in Penn 
Monthly has taken the trouble to investigate 
the Bible with the view of discovering 
whether once inthe Scriptures anybody has 
ventured to throw a good name atadog. He 
acknowledges that he cannot find any favor- 
able comment made upon dogs throughout 
the Bible, though in the apocryphal book 
of Tobit there is a reference to the ani- 
mal to the effect that it is the com- 
panion of man—a reference, by the 
way, Which ought to be one more argument 
against the authenticity of the Apocrypha, as 
it could scarcely have been made by any of 
the Jewish writers to whom we are indebted 
for the holy Scriptures. Evenatthe present 
day the dog is considered an unclean animal 
in many parts of the East. It is true that 
Chinamen are rather partial to dogs as an ar- 
ticle of diet, but in India, Afghanistan, Pales- 
tine, Asia Minor and ‘Turkey the dog has a 
reputation of the very worst description. In 
Constantinople droves Of outcast mongrels 
swarm about the streets, cowardly and vi- 
cious, and encoyntering them after dark is 
not without dangerto the unwary traveler. 
In Hindustan the name applied to the village 
dogs that warm about the villages owner- 
less, eating up the garbage, snap- 
ping at the hands that may cast them food, is 
synonymous With that which is applied to 
the meanest and most contemptible castes. 
They are pariahs, oi outcasts, the companion, 
it may be, of the lowest description of human 
degradation, but the rejected and avoided 
beast of all who claim to be genuine men and 
women. The pariah caste e not considered 
by the castes above them to be worth describ- 
ing as a collection of men and women. : 
Bramin would consider himself polluted if the 
shadow of a pariah man, woman, or child fell 
upon him. He would believe himself unfit to 
mingle with his fellow-beings until he had 
gone through a tedious system of purification. 
The pariah human being is not more honored 
than the pariah dog, and the pariah dog is an 
animal wretched and degraded enough. The 
Parsees use the dog in connection with some 
of their dying rights, but in what precise war 
ix not known to Europeans, although it is 
generally believed that the passage of the soul 
of a fire worshiper is facilitated to the re- 
ligions of bliss if, at the last moments of life 
the eyes of the dying person meet the gaze of 
those of a dog. Nevertheless, as an ordinary 
rule, Parsees do not treat dogs batter than 
the Hindus and Mohammedans, or than the 
nations Whose deeds are described by the 
writers in the sacred Scriptures.

THE WINTRY SEA. 


Terrific Sufferings of the Crew of a St. 
John ber Ship. 


Montreal Special to Chicago Times. 

The Government Department of marine 
and fisheries at/ Quebec has received the fol- 
lowing account of aterrible shipwreck, loss 
of life, and fearful sufferings of the survivors. 
The letter is dated January 3, but, owing to 
the difficulty of communication between New- 
foundiand and Quebec in winter, has only 
just been received. The wrecked vessel was 
the Nomantum, of St. John, New Brunswick. 
She was a timber-laden ship of eighteen 
hands, loaded at Minrimichi,and owned by 
Stewart & Co.; Thomas Johnson, of St. John, 
captain. The scene of the wreck 
is Snake’s bight. about ten miles west 
of Cape Anquila. The exact date of the dis- 
aster is not recorded. It was in a severe 
gale and about ten miles west of Cape George 
that the ship got on her beam-ends. The 
crew cut away the masts in hope the vessel 
would right herself, but instead of doing so 
she kept drivingin the bay, and when they 
found her nearing the land let go the anchors 
in fifteen fathoms of water. As the ship 
righted they got outtwoboats. They manned 
them, one with nine and the other with ten 
men. One of the boats went down with all 
hands alongside the vessel. The other got clear 
of the ship and made direct for the shore. It 
Was soon upset, however, in the heavy sea, 
one man being drowned and everything in the 
beat lost. 

The eight survivors succeeded in righting 
her again and partly bailed her out, using 
their boots to bai with. Before reaching 
shore she again upset and the same hardships 
were experienced before she was righted. A 
colored inan, Who wus one of the survivors, 
died immediately on reaching the shore. ‘The 
The others got upon the bank where some of 
the number died from exhaustion, cold «and 
fatigue. The remainder took to the woods, 
where the only two survivors of the crew 
wandered for nine days without a morsel of 
any kind ef food whatever. They managed to 
sustain themselves by eating the tender 
boughs oftrees. At the end of that period 
they were found by people belonging to the 
hichlands and taken to their homes, very bad- 
lv frozen and exhausted from cold and hun- 
ger. Inthe midst of their own misfortunes 
their thoughts reverted to their late compan- 
ions and their first desire, having found ref- 
uge and safety for themselves, Was for 
the assistance oi their missing comrades. A 
party of men at once forme: 
and set out in search of the lost. 
Aiter soine ‘time Capt. Johnson was found 
alive but budly frozen, with a dead nian’ lying 
beside him, and for some time he expressed 
great alar meat sight of the purty who had 
come to his relief. They procured him re- 
freshments and he drank a little warm tea, 
after which he became apparently reconciled 
to the surroundings, but the cöld and hunger 
had done their work and a few hours tater 
death relieved him of his sufferings. The 
party of searchers proceeded on their way. 
They came across the body of another man, 
from whose arms and body portions of the 
the flesh had been eut with a knife. ‘There 
was no longer any room for doubting the 
facts that the pangs of hungerin some of the 
survivors had overcoine the scruples of hu- 
manity and the fearful scene of cannibalism 
incidental to many another wreck had been 
repeated in the present instance. ‘Two or 
three members of the unfortunate crew still 
remain tobe accounted for. The survivors 
are unable to say whether these poor fellows 
got safely on land or perished before reaching 
the tops of the bank. 
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A Wealthy Philadelphian Missing. 
From the Philadelphia Times, 6th inst. 

T. Howard Peterson, of 1525 Walnut street, 
son of Charles J. Peterson, the publisher of 
Peterson’s Magazine has been missing since 
Sundays, the 6th inst, and although everything 
has been done that the best detective talenf, 
backed by money, could do to ascertain 
his fate, the mystery is as great now asit was 
the day be disappeared. On Saturday after- 
noon, the Sth inst., Mr. Peterson, who is 
thirty-three years old, went to Atlantie City 
to see his wife, who had been ordered there 
by her physician. He arrived at Atlantic 
Citv all right and the nest morning after 
breakfast went out driving. Ile returned in 
time for dinner. After dinner hetold his 
wife that he would go out and take a walk. 
having determined not to come up to this city 
until Monday morning. He went ont for his 
walk about 5 o’clock, and since that time he 
has not been seen or heard of. Pinkerton’s 
Detective Ageney with a large force of the 
best detectives and the Atlantic City police, 
encouraged by an unlimited supply of money 
and the certainty of a large reward in case of 
success, have run out every supposed clue and 
found nothing. Reports that men resembling 
Mr. Peterson have been seen on the mainland 
have been tracked out and found to amount to 
nothing. The island and the country has been 
searched for thirty miles around, and not a 
trace has been found. His friends are forced 
tothe conclusion that he has either been 
drowned or murdered, and they do not think 
it probable that he could have been drowned, 
because the waters about Atlantic Citv were 
all frozen. On the other hand, he did not 
have valuables about him sufticient to offer a 
great temptation to robbers. Instead 
of arrving a magnificent gold 
watch and chain which he owned, he 
preferred to wear a great big ugly silver 
watch and an iron chain, which had belonged 
to his crandfather. His father thinks he did 
not bave over $25 with him and his mother 
thinks he did not have that much. That he 
could have gone away voluntarily seems to be 
out of the question. He had everything to 
make him happy and contented. He had 
more money than he could use, lived in mag- 
nificent style in the most aristocratic part of 
the city. and had a lovely wife and two beau- 
liful children, to whom he was deeply at- 
tached. He was very domesticin his habits, 
was never drunk in his life, attended strictly 
to business, and had no associates outside of 
his counting-house and family circle. 

In addition to the searches made in and 
around Atlantic City every possible effort has 
been made to trace him in this city. 
ferry, every shipping agency, every station- 
house, prison, hospital and asylum and every 
railroad depot has been visited, but not a 
trace has been found. His father is so dis- 
tressed that he can hardly attend to business, 
and the family are overwhelmed with grief.

THE WRONG CORPSE. 


A Singular Blunder that was Only Dis- 
covered After an Interment. 
From the New York Sun, 16. 

Martha White, a colored woman, twenty- 
eight vears of age, was removed from her 
dwelling at 178 Thompson. street, to the Col- 
ored Home at First avenue and Sixty-fifth 
strect, on the 29th of November, 1889, to be 
treated for consumption. She died there on 
February 5. The colored colony in the neigh- 
borhood of her home made up a purse to bury 
her, and employed Eagan & Leake, the under- 
takers at 225 Spring street. It required some 
little time to raise the necessary money, so 
that it was not until; the 9th inst. that Mr. 


On his arrival he was told that it was in the 
dead house attached to the institution, the key 
of which was given him. 

He found the bodies of two womerf. a man, 
and a child in the dead house. Not knowing 
the body of Martha White, he got one of the 
ofticers of the Home to designate it. He con- 
veyed the body pointed out as that of Martha 
White to his premises in Spring street, where 
on Friday funeral services where held, a 
Methodist minister officiating. When, after 
the services, the face of the dead woman was 
exposed to the farewell view of the contribu- 
tors toward the funeral expenses, instant in- 
credulity as to the identity of the body was 
openly expressed by some, while others con- 
tended that it was only the change produced 
‘by death which made the features seem un- 
familiar. The latter were the more numer- 
ous, andthe courage of their convictions was 
so loudly expressed that Mr. Leake felt justi- 
fied in completing his undertaking by burying 
the body in the Evergreens Cemetery. 

After the funeral, however, two of those 
who failed to recognize the body as that of 
theirformer friend visited the Colored Home 
to make inquiries. For some reason they 
could not be attended to then, and they were 
told to come the nextday. When they made 
their second visit they were informed that 
their-suspicions were correct. 

The body of one Margaret McMahon had, by 
mistake, been given to Mr. Leake, and that of 
Martha White, to burv which they had sub- 
scribed out of their slender purses, still lay in 
the dead-house. The latter was subsequent- 
lv removed to the public Morgue at the foot 
of East Twenty-sixth street, whence, unless 
immediate steps are taken, it will be buried in 
the Potter’s Field.

He will 
then merely sue the Home for the extra ex- 
penses thus entailed. If the friends of Mar- 
tha White demand a new coffin he will mulet 
the Home accordingly.

WHO NANA WAS. 
The Original of M. Zola’s Flash Charac- 


ter—A Strange Woman. 
Paris Cor. N. Y. Times. 

Who was Nana, who was the original of M. 
Zola’s heroine? M. Zola’s friends and admir- 
ers will probably assert that she is the incar- 
nation of a class of which the type is a crea- 
tion of M. Zola’s genius. I presume to differ 
with this opinion, believing that when he 
wrote his novel, the individual whom he took 
as a model was the once famous Blanche d' 
Antigny. For ten vears this beautiful demi- 
mondane astonished all Europe with her 
prodigalities. At Bucharest she was on the 
eve ot marriage with a Greek Archbishop; at 
St. Petersburgh the gravest of statesmen 
committed all sorts of follies for her sake; on 
the banks of the Rhine a celebrated composer 
dedicated to her a waltz, La Reine de Weis- 
den;“ at Paris, whether she were present or 
absent, the newspapers were filled with prais- 
es of her charms: so that she won an amount 
of popularity not often acquired by real taient. 
She, too, was- born in humble life; a worthy 
village priest auopted from charity the home- 
less orphan, gave her the first ele- 
ments of education, and then got 
her admitted into the fashiona- 
ble Convent des Oiseaux, where this edtuea- 
tion was completed. Thence, she passed, as 
cashier, into la Fileuse, a well-known shop 
inthe Rue de Bac, not far from the Bon 
Marche, and thence, via Russia, into the 
deni-monde, where she appeared one day 
coveted with rubies and diamonds. She was 
to be seen everywhere—in the Bois,. at all 
the first representations, at every supper 
given by fast men at the Cafe Anglais or the 
Maison d'or. Gay Paris acknowledged her 
as its Queen, and, where the fancy seized her 
to go upon the stage, flocked to applaud her 
debut. She had notalent; she could neither 
sing well nor play well, but every one was 
fond of her, and her friends worked so dili- 
gently that the gogos accepted her as an ar- 
tist. The Palais Royal, the Folioes Drama- 
tiques, the Menus Plaisirs, were, 
in turn, witnessess of her suecesses in 
the “Chateau. a Toto,“ „Les Memoires 
de Mimt de Bamboehe,”’ “Le Petit 
Faust,’’ “L’(kKil Creve,’’ La Boite de Pan- 
dorée,“ and ‘‘Chilperic.’’ At heart Blanch 
was noth bad sort; she spent money like 
water, but never ruined any one, except her- 
self wittingly. Charitable withal, if extrava- 
gant, adored by the poor, to Whom she always 
eit some souvenir of her munifleence. In the 
court-yardof the Golden Chariot Hotel, at 
Forbach, there still remains an inscription 
scratched there with a knife on the wall: 
„Blanche d' Antigny, 21 Juillet, 18830,“ which 
the landlord preserves with jealous care, as 
he maintains that her warm recommendation 
of his establishment was the cause of its pros- 
perity, and the hunchbacked hostler will tell 
vou With tears of gratitude’ in his eyes, 
that the first louis he ever ow@ed 
was Zziven to him by the actress, 
who wanted to “rub his hump for luck,’’ on 
her dramatic tour through Germany. It was 
on her return from this @Xctirsion that hap- 
pened an adventure typical of her character. 
She was in a carriage with two staid dowagers 
of the noble Faubourg. A conversation be- 
gan, and Blanche, profiting by her refined 

ranung at the Oiseau, so charmed her com- 
panions that they expressed hopes of a con- 
tinuance of theif acquaintance with this in- 
tcresting widow who had thus enlisted all 
their syinpethics. At the frontier, however, 
a change came over the spirit of their dream; 
the Custom-hotise officials were rude or care- 
less, or tossed about her clothes irreverently, 
and in 2 rage she shouted from her seat— 
“Tous ne pourriez pos aller plus doucemeit, 
tus de pigneufs!?’ T need searcely add that 
the rest or the journey was passe Ain silence. 

Blanche’s ending, like Nana's, Was a sad 
one: heart-broken by the death ofthe auctor 
Luce, discouraged by à cabal of Italians at 
Alexandria, she fell ill; and so soon as Paris 
learned her danger Paris forgot her existence. 
Only a few friends stayed by her to the last. 
She was buried almost by charity: and vet the 
Hotel Drouot never saw such a throng of 
demi-monde celebrities as crowded to the sale 
of her effects. There was nothing of great 
value to be disposed of; nearly all her jewelry 
had disappeared already, but all the women 
wanted some relic of her who would no longer 
be a rival, and the bidding reached fabulous 
proportions overa vase in massive silver, on 
the bottom of which was engraved: 

“Le Club Rigqolo reconnaissant 
A BLANCHE D’ANTIGNY, 
Saint Petershbourd, 6-18 June, 1865.” 

Blanche's motto was; “/J," Amour fait ricre,”’ 
and it killed her. In my humble judgment it 
is in the life of this woman that M. Zola has 
sought his prototype, as he has borrowed, in 
the matter of incidents, from Leon Gozlan, 
from the **Memoires de Casanova,“ and, es- 
pecially forthe character of Count Muffat, 
from Otway’s , Venice Preserved,” in which 
the courtesan Aquilena treats the Senator An- 
tonio precisely as Nana treats her stultitied 
adorer. T recommend a comparison of the 
two books to all persons who max becurious 
to see for themselves that perhaps one of the 
most striking peculiarities of naturalism is 
the plundering of the dead.

A Clergyman’s Sad Fate. 

: From the New York Times, 6th. 

On the 27th of January last T. Dauncy, the 
proprietor of « boarding-house at No. 185 Jay 
street, Brooklyn, informed the health author- 
ities in that city that a gentleman who had 
taken a furnished room in his house some 
time before was sick, and that he believed the 
lodger was suffering from’ small-pox.

SHOOT'NG A WELL. 


One of the Dangerous Features of th- 
Crude Oil Burners. 
Franklin (Pa.) Cor. of Philadelphia Tiwes. 

To torpedo an oil well, or, in oil parlanee, t. 
„„ Shoct“ one, is the most dangerous and «x- 
citing occurrence connected with the oii busi- 
ness. Every well drilled in the oil regions i, 
treated to a dose of nitro-glyec rine or dvnam- 
ite, whichis exploded atthe bottom of the 
well to give free vent to the gas and oil in the 
sand rock and inercase the flow of oil. Peo- 
ple know but little about shooting a well, and 
the operation is never destined to become 
very popular. The person who attempts it 
carries his life in his hand. The nitro- 
givcerine freezes during the cold weather, 


and is kept in tin cans, containing six quarts, 


or twenty pounds, each. When a well is to 
be shot the owner orders a torpedo from the 
factory. Torpedos are used varying in size 
all the way from four to forty quarts. The 
torpedo agent brings the stuff to the well in 
the cans. It will not explode While frozen 
and must be thawed out. This is done hy 
placing the ecansin water and heating the 
water by steam. The nitro-glycerine wil! 
thaw at a certain temperature, but often the 
water becomes too hot, an explosion takes 
place and lives are lost. Again the force of 
the steam entering the water may set the cans 
in motion anda premature explosion occurs 
from concussion. 
FILLING A TORPEDO. 

The torpedo case is made oftin, about three 
inches wide and of different lengths. At the 
lower end is a long tin tube called the anchor. 
This rests on the bottom of the well and 
brings the torpedo as far from the bottom as 
is Wished. The case is generally filled with 
water when about to be loaded, and the nitro- 
glycerine poured into the water. It. sinks to 
the bottom, displacing the water as it does 
so. This is to prevent anexplosion from con- 
cussion. The measuring line—always a stec! 
ribbon—is then run and the exact depth of th» 
well ascertained. In the top of the torpedo i, 
an iron disk with a small hole in the center. 
After filling the case with glycerine an iron 
rod three inches long with a pertussion cap 
at the lower end and a broad iron cap at the 
upper, is inserted in the hole and the 
torpedo is ready to be lowered. A small pul- 
lev is placed over ‘the center of the 
hole, a hook fastened to the torpedo and it is 
lowered very carefully until it reaches the bot- 
tom. The line is then worked up and down 
until it becomes unhooked and is drawn out. 
The torpedo is now ready to be exploded and 
the greatest danger is over. To explode it an 
iron weight is dropped into tho hole. This 
strikes the percussion cap, which sets off the 
nitro-glycerine. The man drops the weight 
and gets as far from the well as he can while 
itis falling. You hear a sharp crack, the rush 
of the air in the hole, then the gas and fluid 
can be heard: then the column of oil, sprayed 
und beautiful in the sunlight, rises far above 
the derrick. 

“MOONLIGHT” TORPEDOES. 

The great dangers attending the torpede 
business are the many chances of the fluid 
exploding before it is safely lodged in the 
bottom ofthe well. While filling the case, 
while conveying it to the well, by concussion 
or heat, in lowering it in the well, the terribie 
effeais ofan explosion all tend to make it the 
most dangerous occupation in ths world. The 
torpedo is of course patented. The patent is 
owned by Roberts, of Titusville, who has 
made an immense fortune from it. He 
charges three and four times the cost for the 
torpedoes, and as there is no secret as to how 
they are made, all over ihe region may be 
found clandestine factories, making the tor- 
pedoes and selling them for jess than Roberts. 
Of course an infrincement of of a patent is « 
dangerous business, and the men who en- 
gage in it always “shoot’’ the wells at night, 
hence they are knewn as ‘“moonlighters.”’ 
They generally do a good trade, and Roberts 
keeps menin different sections, where he 
thinks a “‘moonlighteg”’ has a factory, to 
watch. These menure known as Roberts’ 
spies. Roberts’ patent expires in 1885, anil 
he will not be likely to get it renewed.

The Lady Who Shot at Her Brother-in- 
law at the Four Courts. 

This morning Deputy Sheriff Overbeck 
arrived at the Four Courts with Julia Bande, 
who is wanted in the Criminal Court to re- 
ceive a sentence of imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for a term of two years. The case at 
time cdused somewhat of a sensation and will 
readily be remembered.

drew a revolver and shot Mr. Offerman, her 
brother-in-law.

When she 
arrived there Mr. Offerman ordered her out of 
the house. She returned to the door a few 
minutes later and fired at her brother-in- 
law.

Louis 
such application made to him for license under 
this ordinance, together with the petition ac- 
companying the same, and if the said Board 
of Police Commissioners shall be of the opinion 
that the applicant is a person of good moral 
character and that the signatures of such peti- 
tion are —— und that such ‘tition is 
signed as herginbefore, the said Board of Police 
Commissioners shall endorse upon application 
of every such applicant ‘‘affirmed.’’
